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(54) BIOLOGICALLY DECOMPOSING VESSEL 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To obtain a biologically decomposing and 
disposable vessel, which is inexpensive, highly water-proof, 
and also decomposed in a short term by microbes due to a 
fast biologically decomposing speed, even if it is disposed 
without any treatment after use. 

CONSTITUTION: A biologically decomposing vessel body 10 
made of a material in a biologically decomposing range, which 
is something like multi-saccharide such as starch-cellulose 
or the like, protein like gelatin, or its saccharide, all 
chemically treated, is coated with a biologically decomposing 
hydrophobic thin film 20 made of polycaprolactom or so at 
the surface thereof.

[0006] 

[Embodiment] 

An embodiment of the present invention is hereafter 
described. 10 is a main body of a biodegradable container 
consisting of natural polysaccharide or protein, or 
chemical modification thereof within a range of having 
biodegradability, and 20 is a hydrophobic biodegradable 
plastic film covering a surface of the main body 10 of the 
biodegradable container. In the present invention, a 
simple substance such as starch, cellulose, agarose, 
carrageenan may be used as natural polysaccharide and 
gelatin may be used as protein. In addition, a mixture of 
polysaccharide and protein may be used. An expanded 
structure of these substances facilitate speed of 
biodegradation, which is more preferable as biodegradable 
raw materials of the main body 10 of the biodegradable 
container of the present invention. A hydrophobic 
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biodegradable plastic may include polycaprolactone, 
polyglycoride, poly-3-hydroxybutylate, 
poly-3-hydroxybutylate-co-3hydroxybarilate. 
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
